THE LOTTERIES. 


Meeting of Their Attorneys and the 
Board of Police Commissioners. 


The Appellate Court’s decisions in the lot- 
tery cases were so totally unexpected by the 
lottery men that no means had been taken to 
guard against their further prosecution and 


imprisonment. During a period of thirty 
years the Supreme Court invariably de- 
cided in favor of the lottery companies, and 
the attorneys for the Missouri company, 
Judges Krum, Broadhead and Clover and 
J. G. Lodge, were so confident of in meet- 
ing with success that they advised their cli- 
ents to continue operations as usual. When 
they jearned of their misapprehension they 
immediately began to devise means 
for the protection of their cli- 
ents. Having apprised the Board of Police 
Commissioners of their desire to effect some 
arrangement for the object mentioned, a spe- 
cial meeting of the board, at which Col. Arm- 
strong, Basil Duke, Judge Finney and Leslie 
Moffett were present, was held this morning. 
The representatives of the Missouri State 
Lottery Company and also of the Acad- 
emy of Music stated that ail 
costs in the cases already 
tried would'be paid if the prosecution of 
venders and of other unfortunate employes 
of the companies were es Judge Wm.

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bunal in conformity with the act of the Leg- 
islature under which. they had been given 
their former privilege, and in accordance with 
the precedents which it had already estab- 
lished.

AMERICAN FORGERS ABROAD. 


Dan Noble Gets Twenty Years’ Service 
in Kngland. 
| From the New York Times. ] 

News has been received here of the convic- 
tion in London of the notorious sneak bond- 
robber, Dan Noble, and of his sentence to 
twenty years’ imprisonment for forgery. 
Noble is regarded by detectives us the most 
skillful thiet in bis paiticular line that ever 
disgraced America. He has also the reputa- 
tion for courage unusual among bis class. He 
can always be counted on to tight desperately 
while the slightest chance remains. ‘**He 
would as lief tight as eat,’’ said a veteran de- 
tective, speaking of him yesterday. Noble 
was originally a ‘‘sporting’’ man. He was 
born in Elmira, where nis relatives stiil 
dwell. Coming to this city, he opened

He then became asneak-thief, be- 
coming the leader of such men as Datcn 
Heinrich, Chauncey Johnson, Tim Lee, alias 
Red lim, Tommy Mulligan and Whitey Bob. 
He was best known from his connection with 
the Lord bond-robbery and the loyal Insur- 
ance bond robbery, both of which were up 
among the millions. Afterthe latter robbery, 
Noble went to Kimira, and spent money reck- 
lessly. He purchased a tine farm, built 4 
house and bought a number of fast horses. 
He had been suspected from the first, but it 
was difficult to fasten the crime upon him. 
At lepgth he was entrapped through an at- 
tempt to negotiate some of the stolen securi- 
ties, and an arrest followed. He was 
tried three times for the _ crime, 
and was fiaally convicted and sentenced tu 
five years ut hard Jabor io Auburn Prison. 
After servivg a year, he, Jimmy Hope, Jim 
Brady and several others escaped through the 
aid of Billy Connors, the Norchampton Bank 
burgler. Connors bired a house in Auburn, 
in which they remained concealed for a long 
time, until the authorities bad viven up tae 
search for them. Noble then went to Europe. 
This wus in I8SG8. He estublished himseif in 
London, and his house became the bhead- 
quarters of all American thieves who have 
since bad occasion to go abroad. He was 
concerned in the attempt to pass counterfeit 
$50 national bank notes,in Bavaria, which was 
discovered through the arrival of immigrants 
here having them in their possession. He 
was arrested in Munich on suspicion, but 
Managed to gctclear. His associates in tuis 
crime were Joe Coupman, Jim Miiler, two 
other American thieves, aud Jack Phillips, 
alias **Junky,” an Evglish thief, who spent 
some time in this couutry. Chapman auu 
Phillips got fifteen yearseach. Nubie hus also 
been arrested and couvictcd in France for 
sneak-thieving. Ue served out his seatence. 

Noble’s latest crime was, as has been 
stated, forgerv. Jim Miller,who was former- 
fy a counterfeiterin this country, andis now 
wanted here by the Secret Service oflicers,and 
Charies Lister, and two men named Wardley 
and Garrett, English thieves, were tis accom- 
plices. In January last, Lister went down to 
St. Albans from London. By arrangement, 
£200 in sovereigns were deposited in the 
bank of Barnett, Hoare & Co., to be remit- 
ted to Blandy, Stevens& Co., at Reading, to 
the credit of ‘*Kkdward Hunt,’’ which was the 
name Lister assumed in his new calling of 
catile-dealer. In that way an account was 
opened at Blandy’s, into which the proceeds 
of certain notes cashed with a money-changer 
named Venables were paid. On January i2 
Lister sent up from Reauing some dead meat 
to Messrs. Dean & Hutton, of Smithtield, 
with instructions to remit to “Kd- 
ward Hunt.”” Acheckon the Bank of Eag- 
land for £4%s. 8d. was forwarded, and 
wes subsequently altered to £500. lt was 
paid by Wardley, who purported to be Lis- 
te1’s clerk, into ‘‘}iunt’s’’ account in the 
bank, and a cheek by the latter for £250 was 
drawn againstit and casbed. <A few days 
lateran attempt was made to draw Lix) 
against two other checks for £5 Sd. and £4 Ia, 
10d., received from Lee & Covell and Wild & 
Go., respectively, and altered to £890 1n one 
vase, and £1.400 in the other, but by that time 
the forgery of Dean & Co’s check had been 
discovered, and Wardley and Garrett were 
arrested. This wason January 31. Noble, 
Miiler, and Lister escaped and made their 
way buck to London. Lister, in his flight, 
threw the altered checks intoa timber-yard 
near the railway station, where they were af- 
terward recovered and used as evidence 
againstthe gang. Lister was caught hiding 
at Shepherd’s Bush. 
Iie was convicted and sentenced to 
fifteen years’ imprisonment. He then turned 
queen’s evidence, and Miller was captured. 
Noble had fledto Italy, but was traced by 
means of a letter which he foolishly wrote to 
his wife under the name of Daniel Dyson. 
Miller pleaded guilty, and, taking the witness 
stand, swore that Noble knew nothing of the 
forgeries. He accounted for the latter’s pres- 
ence near the bank at Reading by saving that 
he went there by witness’s invitation to re- 
ceive £100, in part payment for a loan of £120. 
The jury did not believe this story, and found 


Noble guilty. 

All the professional forgery in England 
for some years past has been the 
work of Americans, and so greatly 
have the banks suffered by them 


ank resulting trom a forgery is borne by al!

BIG BONANZA. 


American Capital Seeking Investment 
in Russia. 
|! Philadelphia Special to Cin. Commercial. J 


Wharton Barker, a banker of this city, who 
acted as agent of the Russian Government 
when the Imperial cruisers were built here 
two years ago, will sail to-morrow from New 
York with a party of experts, who represent 
a fund of $8,000,000, subseribed to develop 
the coul and iron fields of Southern Russia. 
Barker has received concessions from the Em- 
peror of Russia direct in recognition of his 
former services, giving him thesae right of 
opening up the Donetz coal fields north of the | 
Sea of Azof, the iron deposits of Knoor Rog 
north of the Crimea, the construction of a 
railway system fromthe Seaof Azof a dis- 
tance of £00 milesina northerly direction, 
the establishment of a great shipping port on 
that sea, the erection of works for the manu- 
facture of Bessemer steel rails and the build- 
ing of grain elevators. 

Col. Thomas A. Scott, who is largely inter- 
ested in the project, says it is probably the 
greatest enterprise ever entered into between 
any American and the Russian Government. 
The concessions are far greater than any be- 
fore granted to Harrison, Winans or other 
Americans who have had business relations 
with Russia. The extent of the territory to 
be developed extends for several hundred 
miles and the period of the concession is 
longer than has ever been granted before. 
According to the representations by compe- 
tent engineers who have examined it the ter- 
ritory is of great value. 

The stockholders include representatives of 
the railroad, coal, iron, steel and banking in- 
terests of Philadelphia and New York, the 
latter composing the representatives of some 
of the largest foreign houses. They do not 
wish their names mentioned until the work 
vets fairly under way. The fund subscribed 
is guaranteed to be forthcoming when neces- 
sary, and probably no other project ever 
opened under such favorable auspices. Be- 
sides making steel, the valuable iron ore can 
be utilized in this country. The ore is espe- 
cially adapted to the manufacture of Besse- 
mer steel. A harbor will be built, a railroad 
leid, grain elevators, blast furnaces and roll- 
ing-mills erected, andthe entire enterprise 
wili be carried on on the most complete scale. 


How the Army Worm Moves. 
|} From the New Jersey Patriot. | 


The army worm now devastating parts of 
Long Island and New Jersey is so called be- 
cause it appears in such large numbers, and 
because, like otbers of its species, it moves in 
cojumns and follows aleader. It isacater- 
pillar, the larva of a moth, and noted for its 
voracity, as it well may be, since it can eat, it 
is suid, more than double its own weightin 
twenty-four hours. A!theugh less ghuttonous 
asarule,itis more destructive than the lo- 
cust, fromits greater fecundity sand wider 
Gistribution over the vegetable world. It 
feeds on leaves, tlowers, roots, buds, seeds, 
even the wood of plants: indeed, it is neariy 
ormniverous. The worm is asserted to march 
in regular and exactorder; it lives in society 
and moves in procession either in single file 
four the

ortwo, tbiee, and abreast, 
line being sO perfect ia the 
columns that the head of one 1s 


never beyond the head of another in the row. 
It follows the leader, stopping when the jead- 
er stops, making jouroeys from plaat to plant 
or from tree to tree in quest of food, and re- 
turning toitsne:t intue same order. The 
worms form ranks, marchand hait with the 
precision of soldiers. When several nests are 
intbe same neighborhood, tbe going forth 
and coming back of the creeping battalions 
at the same hour, commonly toward night- 
fall, is very curious and interesting. Cater- 
pillars include more than 1,000 varieties, 
there being 700 in New England alone. They | 
ail have thirteen segments; the first consist- 
ing of jaw and mouth; the second, third and 
fouith of the thorax of the future insect, and 
the other segments of the abdomen. Their 
rapid growth and extraordinary consumption 
are shown by the common silk-worm, which, 
according to Vincenzo Dandolo’s treatise on 
silk, increases during the thirty days necessary 
to its full growth from one to forty lines in 
length and from 1-100 to about 9% grains in 
weight. In thattime, therefore, it increases 
its weight 9,500 times and eats 50,000 times its 
weicht of food. In the Northern States there are 
about 1,000 kinds of butterflies and moths. As 
each female lays from 200 to 500 eggs, these 
specics would produce, on an average, from 
euch single female’ 300,000 caterpillars a year. 
If one-half of these were females, the second 
gcneration would be 45,000,000 and the third 
6,700,000,000. With such fertility, it is easy to 
see that the destructive power of caterpillars, 
particularly of the army-worm, must be pro- 
digious.

After his interview with Judge Campbell, 
the President being aboutto return to the 
Wabash, I took him and Admiral Porter in 
my carriage.

ly tell; and then his face would relapse again 
into that sad expression which all will remem- 
ber who saw him during the last few weeks of 
the rebellion.

MRS. CHECKLEY’S CHILD, 


The Romance of thejLate Disaster on 
Long Island Sound. 
{From the New York Sun, June 15.1 

Among the victims of the disaster was Mra, 
R. 8. Checkley, of Boston, the circumstances 
of whose death were tragic to the last degree: 
Mrs. Checkley was returning home from this 
city, where she had been to recover from a 
runaway husband her little three-year-old 
daughter. Mrs. Checkley, having ascertained 
that her husband was in this city, came here 
about four weeks ago with a warrant for his 
arrest on @ charge of abandonment. A week 
ago to-day a liceman, in Twenty-ninth 
sireet, near Madison avenue, was hailea by a 
woman who pointed to a man on the porch of 
a house and said, **I want you to arrest that 
man. He is my husband. and he has run 
away from me for another woman. I navea 
warrant for him.’’ This woman was Mrs. 
Checkley. Her husband, who is said to be a 
sculptor, was® carving the door stoop of the 
new brown stene front. 

The policemantook Mr. CUheckley to the 
Thirty-fifth Street Station, followed by Mrs. 
Checkley. Superintendent Walling was tele- 
grapbed to, and he replied, ordering the pris- 
oner to be sent to the Police Central Oilice. 
Before leaving, however, Mrs. Checkley de- 
manded of the prisoner the whereabouts of 
their child. Mr. Checkley said she could be 
found at 137 East Twenty-seventh street. 
Mrs. Checkley went to the house designated, 
and returned with her daughter. 

Superintendent Walling, who had _ been 
fully informed of the case, sent Mr. Check- 
ley before Justice Duffy in the Tombs. The 
prisoner told the Justice that he was ready to 
go back to Boston and live with his wife 
again. This he had also told 
Superintendent Walling, and everybody 
else to whom he had spoken about 
bis case. Under the circumstances Justice 
Duffy thought it quite safe to let the man go 
on parole, asthe only charge against him was 
that of simple abandonment. At the appoint- 
ed time onthe following day Checkley ap- 
peared in court, but Mrs. Checkley was not 
there to press the charge. She had secured 
the child, and that, itseems, was all she want- 
ed. Shetold Capt. Murphy in the Thirty- 
fifth Street Police Station that she would 
never live with Checkley again, and that all 
she came to New Yorkfor was to recover her 
cebild. 

Mrs. Checkley said she was forty-four years 
old, and gave her husband’s age as twenty- 
seven. They had been married feur years. 
She was a very delicat2 woman, of an excit- 
able nature, and apparently very well edu- 
cated. She was very lady-like inall her ways. 
Mr. Checkley, she said, had run away from 
her, taking their only child, and had, she be- 
lieved, married & woman in tbis city. 

Mr. Checkley gave the police the outlines of 
what must bea strange storv. He said that 
prior to his marriage he had been a medical 
student, and was almost prepared to gradu- 
ate. Mrs. Checkley, or Miss Adelaide E. 
Swett. as she was then called, was a lady of 
some means, but a confirmed invalid, having 
been given up by several physicians. The 
medical student got an idea that he could help 
her, or at any rate prolong her life for several 
years. ‘To begin witb, he married her. They 
lived together about four years, when, to his 
great surprise, Mr. Checkley was informed 
that his wife had previously been married, 
and that ber first husband was still living. 
This, Mr. Checkley says, is the way _ he left his 
wife. The reason why he took the child with 
him was that its mother persisted in feeding 
it on medicated food when the child stoodin 
no need of it. Besides, he was very much at- 
tached to it, and could not bear to part with it. 

On Friday evening Mrs. Checkley, with her 
little girl, took passage in the Narragansett to 
go home to Boston. A few minutes before 
the steamboat went down a lifeboat manned 
by men who in the excitement had forgotten 
to take any oars aboard, floated under the 
stern cf thesinking vessel. There, by -tae 
light of the fire, a woman was discovered on 
her back upon the surface of the water, with 
alittle childriding upon her breast. It was 
Mrs. Checkley, and the child was her daugh- 
ter Lilly. Both were pulled into the lifeboat. 
Mrs. Checkley was exhausted and almost un- 
conscious. When she found herself aboard 
the boat she thought she had been rescued 
without her child, and after moaning some 
tender words about her “lost baby’? she died. 
The child, however, was saved, and on Sunday 
night Mr. Checkley, who was still in this city, 
received a telegram from Boston informing 
him of that fact. Hetook the nexttrain for 
Beston, and by this time he is on his way back 
in the undisputed possession of his child.

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A PLUCKY WOMAN. 


She Dons Male Attire and Starts East— 
Couldn’t Live With Her Husband.

A strange, and yet not aitogether uncom- 
mon, phase of life was revealed to-day at the 
Union Depot.

It wore 
ainass of curly black hair at the back of the 
head, and small black mustache. The oflicer 
at once recognized in the figure before him 
a woman, and a very fair-looking one at 
that. She recognized the officer as quick as 
he did her, and when he laid his hand on her 
shoulder, she said she knew what was want- 
ed, and would go with him. She was taken 
to Central Station, where, in answer to in- 
quiries, she toid the following story: ‘‘M 
name is Kate Bouch. I live in Grand Island, 
Neb., with my husband, Frederick Bouch. 
We have been married nine years, but he is 
so close-fisted, stingy, and cruel that I have 
left him twice in my own clothes, and he has 
caught me each time. Finally, about four 
months ago, | went to work for some neigh- 
bors who advised me to buya man’s suit and 
leave disguised in that way. SoI got enough 
money to buy these clothes, and last Wednes- 
day left. I changed my clothes af the house 
of a friend three miles from home, and did 
not sleep until I got to Chicago. There I was 
about to board atrain for Toledo, whenI 
thought I saw my husband in the depot,and so 
I walked to Englewood, where I was ali right. 
The wsy they detected me was: Between 
Chicago and here l went to sleep and my 
mustache fell off, and when I awoke I found 
several men were looking at me. Then yvur 
policeman brought me over here. My mother 
lives in Whitby, Canada, but [I was going to 
Buffalo to see a sister, for I knew my brothers 
would whip my husband if he comes for 
me. I met Fred in Ontario first. He had 
claimed a homestead of 160 acres about eizht 
miles from the railroad in Grand Island, Neb. 
We lived happily the first two or three years. 
I bad two children, but they are both dead. I 
do so hope they will let me go East, forI can 
never Jive with bim again.’’ The story was 
told with frequent bursts of tears, and her 
face was covered with ber hands during its 
recital. She was detained in the Sergeant’s 
room without charge being preferred, await- 
ing the Captain’s pleasure. Capt. Scott saya 
there is nothing to hold the woman for. She 
was passing through the city, had made no 
disturbance, and should not nave been arrest- 
ed. She will leave for Buffalo to-morrow. 


New Hampshire Prison Barbarity.

The revelations of cruelty within the walls 
of the New Hampshire State Prison, which 
are daily made before the investigating com- 
mittee, are exciting a great deal of feeling in 
this city and throughout the State. A case of 
particular severity was brought to lignt to- 
day, the victim being Wm. A. Pattee,who was 
committed in 1873 for manslaughter, and died 
in 1877, it is alleged, as a result of inhuman 
treatment by the warden and officers.

said paralysis, and in the prison report it was 
put down as general debility. Another pris- 
oner, @ gill named Clara S. Gould, who was 
imprisoned for arson, testified that she and 
several other female prisoners were compel- 
led to strip to the waist and receive twenty or 
twenty-five blows with a cat-o’-nine tails. 
The offense was wrestling in the work room. 
The lashes were inflicted by the matron in the 
presence of the warden. The scars are still 
to be seen. On another occasion, for a simi- 
lar offense, each of the girls was imprisoned 
in a cell three days and two nights on bread 
and water.

A wonderful change hastaken place in 
Jerusalem of iate years, and it is propably 
pow a more comfortable residence than ever 
before in its historv. Mr. Schick, who holds 
the appointment of Surveyor of Buildings in 
the boly city, has lately issued a very instruc- 
tive report. Hetells us that ruined houses 
bave been restored or rebuilt by individuals 
or companies, and buildings on the Peabody 
plan have been erected by associations.

About 8 o’clock he jumped hastily out 
of bed and drank some water out of a pitcher 
inthe room. He immediately returned to 
bed, and a peculiar noise which gurgled from 
his throat alarmed the watchman, and exam- 
ining his charge more closely found that he 
was in the last stages of dissolution. The two 
were locked into the room, and Watson 
rapped loudiyon the door for assistance. 
Turnkey Bell opened the door, but by the 
time he got tothe bedside De Coursier was 
dead. An examination made before the cell 
was locked disclosed that at the bedside there 
was alittle sprinkling of a grayish powder 
and in the water bucketa small vial was 
thrown. Where the suicide obtained the 
poison to carry out his purpose remains a 
matter of conjecture at present, he having 
been for months watched closely night and 
day. There had been trouble between Rob- 
ert De Coursier and his brother Edward, 
which resulted inthe former shooting the 
latter. He wasto have been hanged June 
16.

A POMPEIAN HUUSE. 


The “Casa Del Centenario’’ the Largest 


Hitherto Discuvered. 
{ Naples Cor. London Daily News.1 


“The house which was begun to be exca- 
vated at the celebration of the centenary of 
Pompeii, and is, therefore, called ‘Casa de] 
Centenario,’ and from which I saw three 
skeletons dug out, has proved to be the largest 
hitherto discovered, and is of peculiar inter- 
est. It contains two atria, two trichuia, four 
alae or wings, a calidarium, frigidarium and 
tepidarium. It occupies the entire space be- 
tween three streets, and most likely a fourth, 
which has yet to be excavated. ‘The vesti- 
bule is elegantly decorated, and ite 
mosaic pavement ornamented with the 
figure of a dolphin pursued bya seahorse. 
In the first atrium, the walls of which are 
adornee with small theatrical scenes, the 
pavement is sunk and brekenasif by an 
earthquake, and there isa large hole through 
which one sees the cellar. The second atrium 
is very spacious, with a handsome peristyle, 
the columns—white and stucco—being twen- 
ty-six innumber. In the center isa large 
marble basin, within the edge of which runs 
a narrow step. On the pedestal at one side 
was found the statuette of the Faun which I 
lately described. The most interesting place 
in the hanse is an inner court or room, on one 
side of whichis the niche, with tiny marble 
steps, often to be seenin Pompeian houses. 
The frescoes on the walls are very beautiful. 
Close to the floor runs a wreath of leaves about 
a quarter of a yard wide, with alternately a 
lizard and a stork. Aboveit, about a yard 
distant, droop, as if from over a wall, large 
branches of ivy and broad leaves like those of 
the tiger-tail—all very freely, naturaliy and 
gracedully drawn. At each corner of the 
room a bird clings to one of these 
branches. Then comes a space—bordered 
at the top by another row of leaves—in 
which is represented a whole aquarium, as if 
the room was lined with tanks. There are 
different sorts of shells and aquatic plants ly- 
ing at the bottom of the water.and swimming 
in or on it ali kinds of fish, jelly fish, sepias, 
ducks, andswans, admirably sketched with 
alight yet firmtouch. Therippies made bv 
the swimming ducks are indicated, and one 
duck is just flying into the water with asplash. 
On each side of tbe niche this amusing aqua- 
rium is enlivened by a special ineident. To 
the leita large oc:opus has caught a mon- 
strous muraxna (lamprey )—which turns round 
to bite—in its tentacles; to the right a fine 
lobster has pierced another murzxna through 
and through with its long, hard feelers, or 
horns. Thesecreatures are painted in the 
natural colors very truthfully. On the left 
wall of the room, above the two fishes, are two 
sphinxes, supporting on their heads square 
marblie vases, onthe brim of each of which 
sitsa dove. Behind the niche, and on the lett 
side of the room, runsa little gallery with a 


corridor underneath, lighted by 
small square holes in the border 
of hanging branches. The wall of 


this gallery behind the nicheis decorated 
with a woodland landscape, in which, on one 
ride, is represented a bull running frantical- 
ly away with ation clinging to its haunches; 
on the other, a borse lying struggling on its 
b:ck, attacked by aleopard; all nearly the 
size of life. On each side of the doorway is 
painted, respectively, a graceful doe and a 
bear. ‘The other rooms are also very beauti- 
ful; one with a splendidly elegant design on a 
black ground; in another asmall fresc) rep- 
resetting aman pouring wine out of an am- 
phoraintoalarge vessel. The bath rooms 
are large and elegant,the cold bath spacious 
and of marbie. In one room a corner is dedi- 
catedto the /ares and penates, and inthe 
fresco decoration, among the usual serpents, 
etc., Inoticed the singular figure of a Bac- 
chus or bacchante, entirely clothed with large 
grapes. In one of the mosaic pavements is a 
head of Medusa, the colors very bright and 
well preserved. As some ofthe rooms are 
only excavated to within two or three feet of 
the floor, itis possibje that many valuable 
ornaments or statuettes may yet be found, 
as everything indicates that this splendid 
house belonzed to some rich citizen.’’

The Gulnare Preparing for the North 
Pole Voyage. 
[From the Washington Post, 15th. ; 


The Guinare will make the voyage. A|| 
doubts and speculations upon this point are 
set at rest by the fact that she is loading now 
atthe footofSeventh street for her destina. 
tion. Ede a that allthe talk about the 
unsati condition of the vessel grew 
out of a disagreement between the army and 
the navy. Tne boilers have been examined 
by competent engineers and stood a stronger 
test than was expected, over twenty pounds 
of additional pressure being put on without 
in the least affecting the strength. engi- 
neers went into the boilers and 
thoroughly tested every art and 
were convinced that they were able to endure 
all the pressure which might be required. The 
hull of the boat is of iron, but in order to 
make it still stronger, heavy oaken timbers 
have been fastened to the outside until it 
looks able to withstand the shock of an ice- 
berg. ‘The boat is brigantine rigged, trim and 
well-built,and as rakish-looking a craft as one 
may see in a week’s journey. The boilers are 
being covered ,with asbestos two inches thick 
to retain the heat, after which a non-conduct- 
er is to be added, making what is known as 
salamander felting. Mr. McKenny, of Balti- 
more, one of the most experienced stevedores 
in the country, has charge of the ioading and 
stowing of the hold, gud he is doing bis work 
withthe nicest precision and with due re- 
gard to proper balance by the aid of a plum- 
met. The scene at Stephenson’s wharf yester- 
day wasa busy one. Barrels, boxes, kegs, 
coils ofrope, hardware, jumber and every- 
thing that goesto makeup the cargo ofa 
vessel fora iong voyage, were piled around 
onthe wharf. One hundred thousand tons of 
coal were taken aboard, the whole being stow- 
ed away in five hours, ander the supervision 
of Stephenson Brothers. The stores, which 
are furnished by B. W. Reed’s Sons, under 
the direction of B. W. Reed, consist of beans, 
dried apples and peaches, granulated sugar, 
P. R. molasses, tomatoes, tea, vinegar, 
roasted coffee, preserved meat, flour, rice, 
pilot bread, pork, dried _ beef, pre- 
served eggs, concentrated milk, pumpkins, 
sweet potaioes, pickles and all sorts of spices 
and condiments, tobaccea, alcohol, rope, oils, 
glassware, lamps, two heating stoves, two 
cook stoves, caldron, ten foot saw for cutting 
ice, crowbars, spades and all manner of hard- 
ware. The lumberis onthe ground for the 
two houses, together with the felting with 
which the inside is to be lined. The houses 
will be of double thickness, and when lined 
with felt well, it is thought, be able to 
withstand the celd. Amucng the stores are 


twenty-five rolis of  pemmuican—buffalo 
meat with fat—baled up in _ hide. 
The  pilot-house has a double _thick- 
ness of weather boarding to miuke 
it perfectly secure against the  bit- 
ing winds of the polar region, 


Ap ingenious contrivance, called the “crow’s 
nest,”’ a sort of wooden tank for the lookout, 
is one of the curiosities of the; outfit. A 
quantity of dynamite will also be taken 
aboard for blasting ice. The supply of coal 
will last forty days, but itis not intended to 
use coal untilthbey getamong theice, the 
voyage from hefe beiog made by sail. The 
vessel goes directto Lady Franklin’s bay, 
where they will disembark and put up the 
houses. After remaining with them ten or 
twelve days the vessel will return home. 
All the work of loading will be through by 
to-night, and be ready to sail some time this 
week. Everything possible is being done for 
the comfvurt of the crew. ‘The oflicers’ quar- 
ters are handsomely titted up. and the accom- 
modations for the men are all that could be 
desired. Cupt. Howgate, whois bearing the 
whole expense of the outfitting, was overlook- 
ing the work yesterdzy evening, and was de- 
lbghted at the prospect of a successful voyage.

Inavqvord, it is about 
the very worst book of its shop in the world, 
and will do all that biography can do to ren- 
deran eminent man ridiculous. How Gen. 
Grant can have tolerated its publication we 
are at aloss toconceive. Moreover, there is a 
great deal morein it of Mr. Russell Young 
than of Gen. Grant. The courier tigures quite 
as prominently, supplies as much of the real 
muterial of the work, as its nominal hero. It is 
a relief, in the midst of Mr. Young’s flippant 
and meaningless verbiage, to come across the 
addresses precetes by various public dod- 
ies, English and other, tothe General, which 
in any other work would be skipped as tedi- 
ous to the last degree.

Irv we are to judge by the oratorical ef- 
forts of Gen. Garfield within the past fort- 
night, the country is to be treated to some 
magnificent wind-bursts during the 
campaign.

And, therefore, 
to this great audience I pay respectful homage, 
that in part beiongs to the sovereignty of the 
people. I thank you tor this greatard glorious 
demonstration. Iam not forone moment mis- 
led into believing that it refers to so poor a 
thing as anyone of Our number. I know it 
means your reverence to your Gevernment, 
reverence for its laws, your reverence for its 
institutions and your compliment to me who 
is placed for amoment in relations to vou ot 
peculiar importance. For ail these reasons I 
thank you.

He Will Aceept a Nomination if Tendered 
im. 


|}Syracuse Special to Chicago Times, 16th. | 

Horatio Seymour spent an hourin Syracuse 
to-day, while en route to Aurora, N. Y., whith- 
er he goes to deliver an address tothe young 
ladies of the Wells College, on the occasion of 
their annual commencement exercises. He 
was greeted at the depot by several prominent 
politicians and friends, who spoke freely to 
him of the Presidential question. 

Referring jocularly to the fact that a local 
paper is ‘‘booming’’ for him, the old states- 
man said: ‘‘You people up here are getting me 
into ascrape. Why can’t you let an old man 
alone? You have no idea how prostrated I 
am.’’ The remark was received with laugh- 
ter, as Gov. Seymour wasthbe very picture of 
good health. It wasthe general remark of his 
oldest triends present that he has not looked 
so vigorous in three decudes. ‘‘I am tooold 
to re-enter politics again,’’ he continued. 

‘*You are only four years older than Mr. 
Tilden,’’ said a gentleman in the throng, 
‘fand he does not offer age as an excuse for 
not runnivg,’’ 

‘*He is tooold, too; we are both too old,’’ 
rejoined the Governor. 

‘*Well,’’ remarked United States Commis- 
sioner B. Davis Noxon, an old friend of the 
statesman, ‘‘no man has a right to seek a 
nomination for President, and when nominat- 
ed has noright to decline.’’ Gov. Seymour 
made no effort to controvert this axiom, but 
nodded a halt approval.

Remanded to Jail. 


He Applies for a Writ of Habeas Corpus, 
Which the Court of Appeals Re- 
fuses to Grant. 


Charles E. Dunn, who was arrested by or. 
der of the House of Delegates and committeg 
to jail for not appearing and producing a cer. 
tain memorandum book, which he kept while 
acting inthe capacity of Superintendent of 


the publiclamps, in the employ of Socrates - 


Newman, the receiver of the St. Louis Ga; 
Light Company, applied for a writ of habeas, 
corpus, Which the Court of Appeals hearg 
and overruled this morning, deciding that he 
musteither pay his fine or serve out his 
term in prison. 

THE CASE. 

On Maythe 20th, 1880, a subpoena doce; 
tecum was issued under the hand of the Speak. 
er of the House of Delegates, directed 
to Dunn, commanding him to appear 


the same day before the committee appoint- 
ed by that body, and testifyina certain mat. 
ter relating to the Gas Company, and bring 


with him for inspection a book called the ~ 


lamp beok, kept by him while in the employ 
of Socrates Newman. This subpoena was du. 
ly served on the petitioner, who appeared be. 
fore the committee, but refused to produce 
the book, alleging as a reason for bis conduct 
that the book was his own private property, 
and that neither the city of St. Louis nor the 
House of Delegates, nor any officer thereof, 
had a legal right or the power to compel him 
to disclose his private memoranda, or to de. 
prive him of his property, without due course 
of law. Thereupon a warrant was issued by 
the Speaker pro tem. of the House, 
of Delegates directed to the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, commanding nim to arrest the offender 
and bring him before the House to answer for 
contempt. The House fined him $20,with im. 
prisonment in the City Jail fora term of three 
days upon hisrefusul to pay thefine. He 
refused to pay the fine and was comnuitted, 
The Jailor’s return to 
THE WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS 

showed substantially the causes above racit- 
ed forthe offender’s detention. Dunn de- 
murred to this return, claiming that it failed 
to show sufficient authority for his imprisun- 
ment. In passing upon the demurrer this 
morning the ourt said: ‘**We do not 
understand tbat the witness who is served 
with a subpewna duces tecumis entitled to 
be informed from it that the book or paper to 
be produced is material to the inquiry on 
hand, or tbat any other of the numerous re- 
quisites insisted on for the petitioner (Dunn) 
are recognized in practice as pertaining to 
that process. 

“It has long been understood that the con- 
stitutional guaraniees against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, aguinst depriving any 
person of life, liberty or property without due 

recess of law, and in favor of the trial by 

ury, have no application to the com- 
pulsory production of muniments of 
testimony under proper’ authority, or 
to commitments ior contempt by any 
tribunal lawfully acting in a quasi judicial 
capacity. Among the inherent powers pos- 
sessed by the House of Delegates is that of 
acquiring certain knowlege, in order to assist

THE VOLKSSTIMME. 


The St. Louis Socialistic Organ ina 
Critical Condition—Some Money Must 
be Raised To-Day or To-Morrow or It 
Goes by the Board. 


The Volksstimme des Westens, a daily news- 
paper that has the honor of being the organ 
ofthe Socialistic Labor partyin this city, 
seems to be in a bad way. It was 
started in 1877, and its  oflice 
was originally on Fifth street near Morgan, 
but for the last year or so it has been on Wai- 


nut street in front of the Southern Hotel 
ruins. Itled asomewhat precarious existence 
frem the first, depending entirely upon the 
German-speaking Socialists for its support. 
In its palmiest days it probably never had a 
circulation exceeding 3,000, on Sundays some- 
times running up to 3,500. Mr. Albert 
Currlin, who succeeded in making a local re- 
putation as 

_ ASOCIALISTIC AGITATOR, 
was for a long time its editor, and one of the 
first indications of its waning condition was 
his abandonment of it some months ago for the 
more lucrative business of running a bakery 
on Biddle strett. A Mr. Bartholemy was also 
associated in the editorial management, buit he 
too deserted the ship sometime ago, and is 
now setting type inthe town of Warrenton, 
outintbe State,on the Wabash, St: Louis 
and Pacitic Railroad. The paper was started 
by contributions from the Socialistic Labor 
party, but it never had a press of its own, and 
the other material in the office was never 
worth over $700. For the past few months it 
is understood to have not paid expenses, and 
twoor three assessments had to be made 
for the peepee of keeping the craft 
afloat. his had the not un- 
patural effect of getting up a row 
among its financial backers, and after Currlin 
and Bartholemy left it was turned over to the 
printers and they were told to make the best 
use ofit theycould. For several weeks:it has 
really been run without much editing and 
things have gone from bad to worse. On yes- 
terday the printers entered into a negotiation 
to dispose of the property to
